popular reading in this order: Ist, 
the Detective Story or the Mystery Story; 
2nd, the Western Story; 3rd, the Sea 
Story. Of these the solidest literature has 
been built up about the sea. This is due 
not only to the actual interest of the books 
themselves but to what this same man calls 
“‘a semi-technical knowledge of the sea it- 
self.” The sea, up to the end of the late 
war, had been quite unknown to the lands- 
man, except in a tale he had read now and 
then. The literature of the sea was the 
smallest branch and confined to a few 
older classics. ‘The war drove the dis- 
tracted world away from the land, and a 
great sea literature, one that will last a 
long time, has sprung up since. Both Eng- 
land and America have taken to publishing 
serious books about the sea; the history of 
different phases of maritime enterprises: 


“The Clipper Ship Era,’ “Old Whaling

Days,” “Wooden Ships and Iron Men,” 
etc., etc. The sea, in a word, has been 
taken seriously and written about exten- 
sively from the historians to the fictionists, 
and all this remarkable new literature has 
practically come upon us since the war 
closed. ‘There is, in fact, nothing but the 
Writers were 
literally driven away from the land for a 
time and turned to the “great mother- 
hearted sea,” as Swinburne calls it, for 
relief. 

The serious works familiarized lands- 
men with sea terms, and thus have made 
the imaginative works easier reading and 
created a steadier demand. ‘This may 
sound like romancing, but it is a well- 
authenticated fact on good local authority 
that landsmen as a mass have really begun 
to learn something about the sea and no 
longer shrink from a sea book on account 
of the nautical terms. The heavier litera- 
ture has materially helped the lighter in 
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this case, and here we have the two ele- 
ments of book production—both sides of 
the case, so to speak—necessary to found a 
lasting vogue. This has even brought a 
number of old sea writers back to us, as 
witness the vogue of Melville, in many re- 
prints ranging from single finely illustrated 
volumes to complete editions. The Mel- 
ville renascence is equally vital in England, 
and here let me remark that, since this 
whole revival began, England has tried to 
keep pace with us both in serious and fic- 
tive productions and has only been dis- 
tanced by sheer inability to produce as 
many books. The quality has, in some in- 
stances, exceeded our own. And England 
must be given credit for first reviving our 
own classic, Melville. 

It is quite possible that the reprint of 
edition after edition of ‘“Typee” and 
“Omoo” in all sorts of bindings and for- 
mats and at all sorts of prices finally led 
to the current revival of South Sea litera- 
ture. Melville led the choir. Then came 
Charles Warren Stoddard with his “South 
Sea Idylls,” an always fresh classic; after 
them at some distance R. L. S., “the be- 
loved,” and the irrepressible Jack London, 
but there has come a seemingly quite new 
literature of the South Seas within about 
half a decade, and this, I think, is due to 
two causes: the great war and the revival 
of Melville. 

This literature, from Gauguin on, has 
run its course chiefly as picturesque de- 
scriptive matter, but there has been not a 
little historical matter, too, and it is not 
too much to add that for the first time this 
far off quarter of the world has become 
reasonably familiar to us. The movement, 
indeed, finally rose to the pinnacle of a 
very popular burlesque, ““The Cruise of the 
Kawa.” The solid value of all good sea 
literature is that it presents in interesting 
form a deal of valuable information here- 
tofore unknown. What is equal to a good 
sea tale or a breezy book of maritime ad- 
venture like “The Cruise of the Cachalot”’ ? 
A sea literature such as,we are making to- 
day seems to be the last possible word in 
substantial literary production. Some 


readers will ask what about sex psychology 
and the sex novel, but that will be chaos 
if it ever really comes in flood. Let us be 
thankful that our new sea literature is 
making the least of us shake hands with 
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new continents and revel in new realms of 
which truth is assuredly stranger than fic- 
tion. 

Another hopeful trade sign, I am told, 
is that the demand for a former generation 
(and further back, too) of sea writers is 
somewhat steadier than in almost any other 
branch of fiction. Captain Marryat still 
has many admirers, and dealers are obliged 
to stock complete sets and single volumes. 
Of Fenimore Cooper the same may be said. 
The vogue of Clark Russell is an estab- 
lished thing. Michael Scott’s “Tom 
Cringle’s Log,” which really founded mod- 
ern sea literature, is available in several 
popular editions. Some enterprising pub- 
lisher would do well to restore his “Cruise 
of the Torch,” which has not, for some 
inexplicable reason, been reprinted for a 
quarter-century. (Publishers please take 
note.) Dana’s “Two Years Before the 
Mast” is about as popular as ever. ‘There 
seems no limit to the life of a rattling sea 
yarn. 

The novel of all sorts may get very old- 
fashioned, but who can show me a good 
sea story that ever has become so? Are 
not Hakluyt and Purchas and all the old 
navigators as vital today as ever? ‘Their 
pages can never die. As witness to. the 
vitality, the stamina of the older sea mat- 
ter, let me say that my books, “Great 
Sea Stories” and “Great Pirate Stories,” 
published by Brentano’s three or four years 
ago, have outsold even reprints of English 
sea novels made by them, and a second 
series will be published this spring. And 
this is very largely old material—some of 
it going back to the first navigators, and, 
in the case of the “Pirate” books, almost 
entirely so. Who was it that made the 
aphorism about “Old books, old wine,” 
etc.? Certainly, in the case of sea books, 
the saying is immortal. A genius like the 
late Joseph Conrad was a great stimulus in 
the direction of the general revival. Great 
leaders always have plenty of followers in 
literature as in everything else. But sea 
literature has finally become a well-estab- 
lished branch of _ production, firmly 
grounded in the good graces of the masses, 
and, while it is hoped we shall have them, 
it is able to stand firmly on its own legs, 
and can get along very well should we not 
have the good fortune to produce any more 
Conrads for a time, at least.

Books at the Centennial 


HE issue of the Publishers’ Weekly 

of July ist, 1876 was devoted to a 

complete report of the exhibit of the 
book publishers at the great centennial ex- 
hibition in Philadelphia. The exhibition 
was a landmark in the story of the book 
publishing industry as it was also in so 
many fields of American progress. ‘The 
American Book-Trade Association, under 
which name the publishers were then 
organized, had charge of the representa- 
tion of the trade and took a space of 117 ft. 
x 34 ft., on which was erected a structure 
of two-stories in order to give more room 
for those who wished to make displays. 
J. B. Lippincott was chairman of the Pub- 
lishers’ Committee, which included such 
other well-known names in the trade as 
Robert Porter, H. W. Coates and Presley 
Blakiston cooperating with a committee 
composed of W. H. Appleton of New 
York, G. H. Putnam of New York, 
William Lee of Boston, and B. H. Tick- 
nor of Boston. The drawing above gives 
some idea of American Book-Trade Sec- 
tions. The Publishers’ Weekly explained 
in its Centennial Number that it was found 
to be impossible to take photographic views 


that would include the entire structure so 
the pen and ink sketch was made in some 
haste. 

There were ninety-four publishers repre- 
sented. Many of the exhibits were hand- 
some cases with glass doors, inside of 
which were piled or laid open examples of 
the firm’s product. Of the firms then ex- 
hibiting that we find now active in business 
there were Appleton, Houghton, Scribner, 
Lippincott, Putnam, Holt, Harper, Al- 
temus, Judd, Merriam and Ginn. The big 
religious houses were well represented, such 
as the American Bible Society, American 
Baptist Publication Society, American 
Tract Society, Methodist Book Concern, 
American Sunday School Union, Presby- 
terian Board of Publication. Several firms 
such as Estes & Lauriat and Peterson, well 
remembered in the trade have now disap- 
peared. Medical publishers, educational 
publishers and scientific publishers were all 
represented. The Publishers’ Weekly sent 
an exhibit of its bibliographical books and 
other volumes, and still has in its office the 
black-walnut cabinet constructed for this 


purpose. 
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Altho American industrial leaders en- 
tered into this exhibit idea with great 
hesitancy, the affair was, as everyone now 
remembers, a momentous success, and the 
attendance mounted steadily thru the en- 
tire period. “The books were exhibited in 
many other wiys—in the government 
buildings, in state educational departments, 
etc. Awards for the best exhibits and for 
various excellencies were adjudged by com- 
petent committees, and many publishers 
still have on their walls the certificates of 
their merits. 

Foreign countries camz well represented 
to the centennial, there being a large space 
allotted to the French Book-Trade Asso- 
ciation supported by all its members, also 
to the German Book-Trade Association, 
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that of England, the Netherlands, Den- 
mark, Italy, Canada, Australia, Argentine 
and Brazil. 

Reports of the prize awards show an 
interesting discussion as to whether the 
publishers who had no manufacturing de- 
partments were entitled to an award for 
good book-making. The judges decided 
against them, and it called up no little pro- 
test from the trade, as it certainly would do 
today. 

A convention of the American _book- 
sellers was held at Philadelphia during 
July, and the attendance was one of the 
largest of that period. ‘The president was 
A. D. F. Randolph, one of the most active 
figures in the early organization of the 
American book-trade. 
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DISPLAY OF OLD BIBLES HELD IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE WILLIAM TYNDALE PAGEANT 
AT KENOSHA, WISCONSIN 
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William Tyndale Pageant Given by Church 


HE Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal 

Church of Kenosha, Wisconsin, of 
which Edward Burns Martin is pastor, re- 
cently held a pageant entitled “William 
Tyndale.” It depicted in four scenes the 
life and work of William Tyndale, one of 
the first translators of the Bible from the 
Greek into English. The pageant had been 
previously produced at the University of 
Chicago in observance of the four hun- 
dreth anniversary year of the translation 
of the Bible. Authentic costumes of the 
period were used and a splendid perform- 
ance was given by the cast under the di- 
rection of Professor Frederick Congdon. 
It is hoped that in the fall the production 
of the Pageant will be repeated in other 
churches in connection with the American 
Bible Association’s Tyndale Anniversary. 
One of the most interesting features of the 
entertainment was the display of Bibles of 
all types held in conjunction with the 
pageant. ‘The entire length and side of 
the large Sunday School room was given 


over to the collection of some one hundred 
Bibles of all sizes and kinds. ‘The Bibles 
in most cases were supplied by members of 
the congregation and prizes were given for 
the oldest and smallest complete Bibles. 
The prize for the oldest went to a rare 
old German Bible illustrated with wood 
cuts dated 1670, another old volume was a 
metrical version of the Psalms dated 1666. 
In addition there was an exhibition of 
Bibles of the newest translations consisting 
of about twelve to fourteen volumes. Mr. 
Martin, the pastor, has done many unusual 
things in the form of arousing book interest 
in his community and recently in his Book 
Bulletin asked the clergy of his conference 
to indicate something as to their own 
range and choice of reading. His report 
on their replies will probably appear in an 
early fall number. In connection with the 
pageant it might be said that the Century 
Company has just published in book form 
a pageant entitled “William Tyndale” by 
Parker Hord.

Unprofitable Business 


NE of the serious difficulties which 
every bookseller faces is the adjust- 
rent of his business and service so 

that he may make his shop a profitable 
venture and at the same time not go too 
far in avoiding unprofitable single trans- 
actions. 

A bookseller doing a business of $30,000 
a year and carrying a stock of perhaps 
$6,000 or $7,000 makes his profit out of 
the sale of books which he stocks. Only on 
such transactions is his cost of transporta- 
tion and of handling low enough to make 
the bookselling show a real profit. 

What should be his attitude toward less 
profitable business? He must be governed 
by two considerations: First, his responsi- 
bility as a servant of the community, and 
second, the building of good will which 
leads to future business on which there is 
profit. 

Most booksellers are so full of a desire 
to serve the people who come to them in a 
friendly way that they are not likely to 
avoid the difficulties of small and profit- 
less transactions. The teacher coming for 
an odd textbook is served; the engineer or 
laboring man coming for a book on me- 
chanics; the lawyer, doctor, etc., for scien- 
tific books. ‘The books that these people 
have asked for are usually sold direct to 
the consumer. ‘The bookseller’s cost of 


searching for the title, locating the pub- 
lisher, keeping a record of the order, notify- 
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ing the customer and delivering the book 
is never covered by the discount he re- 
ceives. There are few booksellers, how- 
ever, with any general program who do 
not undertake to handle this business, and 
it is generally considered that it is an im- 
portant duty of booksellers for the progress 
of book distribution as a whole. 

This same sort of problem comes on the 
special order. “No stock of $6,000 or 
$7,000 can be expected to cover all the de- 
mands that may be made. Even a stock of 
$100,000 will have gaps. The bookseller, 
then, faces the problem of building up an 
alert special order department to handle 
orders for books which he is conversant 
with but which are not in his stock, also 
books of an out-of-the-way character which 
he locates for the customer by the use of 
his catalogs and classified lists. 

The cost of handling these orders is al- 
ways more than the cost of serving a cus- 
tomer who wants to buy a new volume of 
fiction selected from stock. The latter 
sale may take ten minutes of the person’s 
time and a little overhead cost. The other 
takes time, patience and training. It 
usually means the use of catalogs, verifica- 
tion of price and publisher, entrance of an 
order, post-card to the publisher, checking 
the bill, card notification to the customer 
and final delivery. This sort of sale is 
unprofitable compared to the one made in 
the front of the store. 

This means that the bookseller whose 
store is going to show him a profit must 
make this profit by accurately anticipating 
the needs of his community so that he will 
to a large extent have in stock the books 
the people are going to ask for, and his 
success in so anticipating demands measures 
his success in business. 

There has been a difference of practice 
among booksellers as to whether the cus- 
tomer who has been served by the extra 
expense of a special order should be 
charged the postage on the book when he 
would not be charged delivery on the book 
that comes thru in the regular course of 
express or freight. Some have decided this 
problem one way and some another. It 
would seem sound practice, surely, to 
charge the customer postage on any book 
which the store was not expected by its 
customers to carry in stock in the ordinary 
course of affairs. 
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While the bookseller struggles with his 
end of this problem he is not unconscious 
that the publisher does not look with very 
interested eyes on these small orders. The 
publisher knows that not all his books can 
be displayed in every store and he regrets 
if any bookseller has failed to endeavor to 
secure the order for a book that is not in 
stock. However, when the order for a 
single book comes in and he knows the 
cost of packing, delivery to an enclosure 
house or packing and mailing, he sees that 
this transaction is among his unprofitable 
transactions and prays for some release 
from the burden that the single sale en- 
tails. 

Some publishers in the past have said to 
booksellers, “If you do not order two 
copies of a book, it is evident that you are 
not stocking it. Therefore we give a 
shorter discount.” Others have recently 
begun to say, “If you order a book by mail 
and have it sent direct to the customer, it 
is evident that you have not performed any 
specific function except that of an order- 
taker and therefore we shall cut down the 
discount.” In the bookseller’s opinion this 
is a backward step from the general theory 
that has been presented to him of his respon- 
sibility as a public servant. As the book- 
seller cannot find a profit on every trans- 
action and must handle many of them just 
as his part of keeping books in circulation, 
must not the publisher, also, look for his 
profit on the margin provided by his aver- 
age sales rather than by the result of each 
individual sale? 


There certainly will be a slowing down 
of the country’s general book service if 
definite discouragement is given to the 
bookseller in his feeling of responsibility to 
run down every possible order. One can 
imagine a friend of an author coming into 
a bookstore in the Middle West to get his 
book, not finding it in stock and having the 
bookseller say, “We should like to take 
your order for this, but the publisher is dis- 
couraging our doing this kind of pick-up 
business, and we have got to put our time 
into selling what we have judged it is best 
to stock.” 

Is not the problem of the special order 
a problem of cooperation in small things 
with the good of the whole book-trade in 
mind? 
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Standard of English Book 


Production Improving 


G6 N all round improvement in the 
standard of book production is 
plainly noticeable thruout the 

publishing world,” writes Jonathan Cape, 

the London publisher, in his house organ 

Now and Then. “There is still, however, 

plenty of room for improvement in the 

general standard of our book production. 

“Good book making is not necessarily 
more expensive than bad if one’s own 
time and trouble is not assessed at a very 
high figure. Good production is really 
careful and precise workmanship by 
printer and binder. Many of the atro 
cities which are paraded as ‘large hand- 
some volumes’ are clumsy, ugly and 
extravagant, and the prices asked are 
needlessly high. The bloated volumes 
which are unfortunately still usual when 
the book is a biography or a record or 
travel, could invariably be produced in a 
more sightly, more readable, and infinitely 
more convenient format. 

‘The smart tradesman publisher believes 
that he makes profit more readily by using 
inflated paper and by using a larger sized 
sheet than is necessary and artfully ‘lead- 
ing’ out the type. By so doing he can 
print on the wrapper ‘sixteen shillings’ in- 
stead of ‘twelve shillings,’ which would 
usually be a fairer price. The circulating 
libraries oddly enough encourage this, as 
they are more ready to pay ten shillings 
and sixpence for a book published at six- 
teen shillings than to pay nine shillings 
for the same book listed at twelve shillings. 

“Presumably they reason that people pre- 
fer to borrow these bulky books and that 
buying new books is thereby discouraged. 
The more highly books are priced, the more 
readily readers will be borrowers rather 
than purchasers. But is this not rather 
short-sighted policy on the part of the li- 
braries? 

“What about the sale of copies when 
they are withdrawn from circulation and 
after the demand for them has ceased? 
Does the evidence of dramatic price reduc- 
tion weigh chiefly with the buyer of library 
surplus copies, or does he not rather look 
for the individual book which he is glad 
to possess because it interests him?”

Display Recommended Books 


N many cities where popular lecturers 

on literary topics, such as Professor 
William Lyons Phelps, appear booksellers 
find it profitable to obtain from the lec- 
turer a list of the books about which he 
will talk. If the lecturer appears weekly, 
a small corner in the window with the 
books well displayed, and with a small card 
stating who recommends the books is found 
to be very effective. In the case of the 
lecturer appearing for only a night it is 
sometimes worth while to have the books 
prominently displayed in the window a 
week before the lecturer’s arrival. It is 
good to keep in touch with the local news- 
papers so as to be apprised of the visit of 
any visiting literary celebrity, and have 
time to stock his books. 


Theater Program Advertising 


HE small bookseller, in fact any book- 

seller, is always pondering about the 
best and least expensive method of adver- 
tising. Many booksellers have almost de- 
cided that it hardly pays a bookstore to 
advertise in the daily newspapers. They 
are therefore forced to other methods of 
advertising. It has been noticeable in New 
York for the last few years that the small 
personal bookshop, catering to a more or 
less reading public, has been making more 
and more use of the theater program as an 
advertising medium. ‘The patrons of the 
theater would seem to be fairly good pros- 
pective bookbuyers. ‘The theater program 
advertising is of course much less expens- 
ive than newspaper space and therefore 
more space can be used. ‘The _ pro- 
grams of the Theatre Guild in New 
York, the Stadium Concert programs, 
and the like always contain several 
ads of both publisher and_ bookseller. 


In many cases the bookseller even goes so 


- far as to advertise individual books. In 


the smaller cities where there are only a 
few theaters it is also practical to buy space 
on the theater curtain. 


A Home-Made Canvasser 


N the past year there has been much 

agitation in trade papers about the evils 
of canvassing. In many cases it has been 
suggested that the only way the retail mer- 
chant could successfully combat this com- 
petition, was to use the canvassers’ own 
methods, that is, go out and do likewise. 
The bookseller has not, in the agitation, 
felt greatly troubled, but some would be 
surprised if they knew the quantity of 
books that are thus sold. 

Harpers have just published a new book 
entitled “Standard Etiquette” by Anna 
Steese Richardson. It is a well made, 
authoritative volume that would almost sell 
itself if shown to people. At this time of 
the year there ought to be young college 
people who would be willing to carry this 
book around from door to door to.show it 
to the housewives. It is a four dollar 
item and thus worth while and it is the 
kind of book that would be irresistible to 
many. Some firms may consider such 
methods undignified and out of keeping 
with the traditions of their business, but if 
the right type of young man or woman 
were recruited and given the privilege of 
canvassing with the book, the bookseller 
should be enabled not only to sell many 
volumes but get new selling contracts.

im LETTER to brides of the spring 


and early summer will bring good 
sales results, if you enclose a list of sugges- 
tion for the library of the new home, and a 
list of books on modern housekeeping, in- 
terior decoration, gardening, etc. Make 
the brides feel that yours is the bookstore 
that can serve them best.”

English Book Trade News 


From Our London Correspondent 


Booksellers at Liverpool. 


NE of the happiest of auguries for 
the getting together of publishers 
and booksellers was the presence of 

several publishers at the recent annual con- 
vention of the Associated Booksellers of 
Great Britain and Ireland at Liverpool. 
It was a very successful gathering, and all 
those who were there have high praise, not 
only for the way the meeting was man- 
aged—and the Executive Secretary Walter 
Magenis had a lot to do with the success— 
but also for the excellent and intelligent 
program that was submitted to those book- 
sellers who attended the convention. It 
was profound wisdom to invite certain 
publishers to come to Liverpool. ‘They 
were asked to tell the booksellers how they 
could help the publisher. They did—and 
well and courteously. Everyone was much 
impressed by the speech of Michael Sadleir, 
who is both an author and a publisher. 
Which is his best metier?—he is so good at 
both. Anyhow, he gave us good advice in 
a good manner. And so did Mr. Ander- 
son, who spoke in the place of George G. 
Harrop. ‘Then the new president, Mr. 
Bowes, who should make a_ successful 
leader, and who follows Mr. Denny, put 
before the meeting some helpful ideas. Al- 
together this year’s gathering was distinc- 
tive in its practical use and its spirit of co- 
operation. 
Two Million Books 

If the “Friends of the Bodleian” meet 
with the success they anticipate, we 
imagine the present librarian will not find 
it easy to accommodate the books they may 
purchase. There are now nearly 2,000,000 
volumes in the Bodleian, and they are be- 
ing added to—mainly under the Act of 
Parliament which entitles the library to a 
copy of every book published in this country 
—at the rate of some 200 a day, and the 
recently completed underground extension, 
designed to hold 100,000 books, has already 
twice as many crowded into it. 


A Novel About Publishing 


Many readers, both publishers and book- 
sellers, of The Publishers’ Weekly will like 


to know of a novel about English publish- 
ing which was recently published here by 
Messrs. Leonard Parsons, Ltd. It is: “An 
Octave,” by Jeffery E. Jeffery. The author 
is a brother of Mr. Marston, Mr. Parson’s 
partner, and is associated with this young 
and vigorous publishing house. We will 
make no comment about this very readable 
novel, which is to be published in America 
in the near future, but we cannot do better 
than quote from that interesting weekly 
letter, which appears in The Sphere, and 
which is written by that very capable jour- 
nalist C. K. S. (Clement K. Shorter) : 


“Are publishers making as much money 
as formerly? Has the literary agent 
‘cooked their goose’? What do the older 
firms think of the younger ones? Do they 
all love one another like brothers, or is one 
firm so absorbed in selling “tripe’ that no 
self-respecting member of an older firm 
could possibly agree to an amalgamation 
without a sense of degradation? ‘That is 
the case with the middle-aged publisher in 
this book—“An Octave’.” 


C. K. S. adds, among other things: 

“T had looked upon all my publishing 
acquaintances as so many replicas of 
Croesus, but ‘An Octave’ gives me pause. 

“IT am beginning to believe that some 
young publishers must have a pretty rough 
time, ground to pieces by the greater cost 
of production on the one side, and on the 
other by the fact that successful authors 
are in many cases taking rather more than 
their fair share of the profits. 


“TI know too much about publishing to 
accept an author’s idea of his relation to his 
publisher.” 

Mr. Shorter adds that publishing makes 
your name widely known, helps you into 
fashionable clubs, and takes you into pleas- 
ant literary society. It seems as if pub- 
lishing might be a stepping stone to social 
success. Perhaps it is, but as a well-known 
author once said to us, “perhaps it isn’t.” 


Visitors 


Mr. Simon, the arch priest of cross-word 
publications is here among us, while Mr. 
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S. S. Evans, one of the directors of Messrs. 
Heinemann, has left for New York. 
Remainders 

The “remainder” business is always a 
trouble, but, like the poor, they are always 
with us. “Bookseller,” in The Newsagent, 
Booksellers’ Review & Stationers’ Gazette, 
a widely read and live trade weekly, has 
a tilt at the matter this week. The book 
market at the present time is loaded with 
“remainders,” those unfortunate issues, 
which should either -have never been 
brought into existence, or have not won 
public favor. Such books are always with 
us, but let us hope they will not continue 
in such numbers as of recent years. ‘The 
worst aspect of the matter, is that jobbers 
use these “remainders” to spoil our season 
trade by inducing our customers to buy 
them because they are cheap. 

Compositors’ Wages. 

Before the war British compositors re- 
ceived thirty-eight shillings a week; now- 
adays he is paid eighty-nine shillings a 
week. Pre-war hours worked numbered 
fifty-four, while they are now forty-eight. 

Bookseller’s Stock. 

In a certain famous bookstore in the 
West End of London there are never less 
than four hundred thousand volumes in 
stock. This is a goodly figure, and is a 
criterion of the number of books which a 
London bookseller is called upon always 
to have on hand. Incidentally, we heard 
that one bookstore in London actually sold 
over a thousand copies of Sir Sidney Lee’s 
book on King Edward. 

Trade. 

In spite of what some people say, the 
Spring bookselling season, while not 
brilliant, has been far from unsatisfactory. 
Of course, regular publishing is now slow- 
ing down, but there is a brisk business in 
the cheap reprint. In the course of the 
summer, chiefly at the popular seashore re- 
sorts, some hundreds of thousands of 
volumes will be sold. 

Best Sellers. 

Most people are reading: Mrs. Whar- 
ton’s “The Mother’s Recompense,” Bel- 
loc’s “Mr. Petre,” Keable’s ‘Numerous 
Treasure,” Deane’s “The Victors,” Lady 
Oxford’s “Places and Persons,” Michael

“The George and the Crown,” while more 
people are reading “The Constant 
Nymph.”

1925,” promised some months ago by 
Alfred Fowler, publisher of ‘The Book- 
plate Annual,” has made its appearance 
and is all that the advance notices have led 
us to expect. The volume is a handsome 
large quarto, arranged in double column, 
printed in large type, on Old Stratford 
paper, bound in orange boards and limited 
to 600 copies. Gardner Teall tells “The 
Story of the Woodcut,” from its infancy 
to present modernism, illustrated with 
fourteen wood engravings of various pe- 
riods. Rudolph Ruzicka has written “A 
Note on the Technique of Wood-engrav- 
ing and Wood-cutting” illustrated with 
examples of the author’s own work in 
black and white and in color. Ralph C. 
Smith, of the Graphic Arts Division of the 
United States Division of the United States 
National Museum, discusses ‘“‘Portrait En- 
graving by Timothy Cole” giving especial 
attention to this phase of the great artist’s 
work together with a quick glance at his 
whole career. James Guthrie writes about 
“The Woodcut as a Book Art,” and in ad- 
dition to the illustrations for all of these 
articles there is a portfolio of woodcuts by 


Lucien Pissaro, Charles A. Wilkinson, 
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Charles B. Falls, John F. Greenwood, Mar- 
garet Callet-Caracano, and J. J. Lankes. 
The frontispiece is a reproduction in colors 
of “Flying Island” by Walter J. Phillips 
and there is a color insert by Rudolph 
Ruzicka to illustrate the method of printing 
woodcuts in colors. These features are fol- 
lowed by a list of contemporary woodcuts, 
useful for the print collector and important 
as a chronological record of the art of the 
woodcut. The list has been compiled from 
information supplied by the artists and 
gives the titles, dimensions, states, and edi- 
tions of these various contemporary prints. 
This volume, the first in a new series, will 
undoubtedly be an important factor in the 
revival of wood engraving, and Mr. 
Fowler should have the encouragement 
and support of all who are interested in 
progress in this field of the graphic arts. 


N the current number of Antiques 

George H. Sargent writes at length 
about “The Highest Priced American 
Book,” John Eliot’s translation into the 
Indian language of Baxter’s “Call to the 
Unconverted,” published in Cambridge in 
1664, an unique copy of which brought 
£6,800 a few weeks ago in a London auc- 
tion room. The publication of this volume 
was a matter of record and it had been 
sought untiringly by collectors and libra- 
rians. Its recent discovery was due to the 
sale at auction of a consignment of old 
books and pamphlets by the Royal Society 
Library in order to get funds for the pur- 
chase of books for its scientific library. 
The trustees of the Royal Society has had 
little respect for rarities that have been 
given it. In 1830 this society offered the 
Arundel Manuscripts, then in its posses- 
sion, to the British Museum, which pur- 
chased them, to obtain funds for the pur- 
chase of scientific books. And it said that 
before the recent sale a similar offer was 
made, the museum authorities being per- 
mitted “to make their own valuation.” 
The trustees of the British Museum could 
hardly offer a nominal price for such a 
rarity as Baxter’s “Call,” or for a unique 
copy of the trial issue of the Second Folio 
of Shakespeare. As Mr. Sargent points 
out, “the Royal Society now profits to a 
large degree by its action, but it can never 
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retrieve the losses due to past neglect. In 
1872 the elder Quaritch bought from a 
cellarful of old books and pamphlets, many 
of which were beyond restoration, being 
water-soaked, torn and mildewed.  Skill- 
ful restoration, however, gave him a good 
bargain, as many of the specimens saved 
were from block books and incunabula, 
which have long since passed into great 
public and private libraries. The portion 
offered in the recent sale was a portion of 
the remainder of the Society’s rare books.” 
As another writer has remarked, “the lack 
of care and preservation of the Society’s 
treasures has doubtless resulted in amazing 
lusses.””
